Q6) You teach Geography, what is your opinion on polution 
and can you tell us about predicted natux*al disasters?

The effects are 
cumulative. Unfortunately ■ when we realise how little of 
the natural environment is 1 eft it will be too late to save 
it. 1 would like to noint out that an environment free from 
pollution will not be achieved'whilst there are people who 
are unwilling to' accept the change in lifestyle which such 
a goal would entail . 

On the subject of natural disasters w e are 'perhaps dealing 
with a moral/ethical question as is so often the case where 
developments in technology are- concerned..
